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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1. During 1948 the interior of the upper town hall 
was redecorated as voted at the last town meeting. 
Prior to painting the woodwork, walls and ceilings of 
the town hall were thoroughly washed. It appeared 
advisable to replaster the back wall in the upper hall 
prior to painting as patching would have resulted in 
a temporary repair only. In completing this project it 
became necessary to exceed the $500.00 appropriation 
by $145.80. | 


2. Your selectmen arranged for the taking of a 
census of all individuals in the town during April, 
1948, for the purpose of obtaining all taxable polls. At 
the same time a check was made on all dogs and dog 
licenses. This was conducted by the police depart- 
ment at a cost to the town of $122.46 charged against 
Town Officers’ Expenses. It resulted in increased 
revenue to the town for 1948 of $162.00 in poll 
taxes and $390.00 in dog licenses. 


3. In the summer of 1948, $182.16 was expended 
in replacing dishes and silverware for the town hall 
kitchen. It appeared advisable to make the expenditure 
as there were insufficient dishes and silverware for 
a complete table setting. The purchases were made by 
Mrs. Claude Maker for the selectmen. 


4. The twin bridges were rebuilt as voted at a 
cost of $1,620.11 by James Longa, Road Agent, ac- 
cording to specifications suggested by a representa- 
tive of the Bridge Department of the State Highway 
Department. The appropriation for this construction 
was $2,000.00. During the summer the planking on 
District No. 10. or Stowell’s Station bridge became un- 
safe and it was replanked at a cost of $493.66 for 
which there was no special appropriation. 


5. The Election and Registration appropriation was 
exceeded by $233.40 because of it being a presidential 
election year. During 1948 election officials were re- 
quired for town meeting, primary and the general 
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election. Also many new voters’ names have been added 
to the check list and a greater number of: votes cast 
required more time for vote counting. 


7. The Cemetery appropriation was exceeded by 
$323.25. Of this amount $246.00 was expended for a 
power mower. This appeared to us a reasonable ex- 
pense in view of the inability to secure labor for hand 
mowing. 


8. In April, 1948 the selectmen arranged to have 
the town treasurer attend regular selectmen’s meeting 
and countersign all town checks. It is the feeling of 
your selectmen that this procedure maintains the 
town financial records on a current monthly basis and 
provides an added check on town expenditures. 


9. During 1948 Chief Josiah N. Henderson and 
Deputy Chief Arthur G. Gordon resigned their respec- 
tive positions in the Fire Department after having 
organized the town’s first Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment in 1924 nad having served the town in that 
capacity for 24 years.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School District 
of Merrimack: 


This is my third annual report to you concerning 
your schools. 


As a book may not properly be judged by its cover, 
so your schools should not be judged by the buildings 
in which they are housed. Housing is highly important 
and must receive very careful attention. Appropriate 
housing will have a marked effect on the type and 
quality of training available to our children. If the 
plans for the McGaw building can be achieved, we 
shall have an opportunity to test the effectiveness of 
favorable housing upon the improvement of program. 
I believe that the present teaching staff is doing good 
work in spite. of the limitations involved in the present 
state of the building. 

Housing for the lower grades is a matter of real 
concern. The census of children in town shows that 
the pressure will continue to increase. The concentra- 
tion of all pupils in grades four, five, and six, except 
those in the South Merrimack area, in a single grade 
room has proved to be beneficial. It may be necessary 
to carry this plan down to the third grade if the prob- 
blems of housing and transportation can be solved in 
some acceptable manner. 

Some advance has been made in providing more ap- 
propriate and more up-to-date textbooks and other 
instructional materials. Such changes do increase the 
costs especially when coupled with rising prices and 
increased numbers of pupils. Replacements and addi- 
tions to our school furniture equipment will push the 
expenditures still higher. These facts we must face 
with as good grace as may be. 

I have been pleased to find a willingness on the part 
of parents and teachers to cooperate for the benefit 
of the children when an understanding of specific 
situations was obtained. It is unfortunate that so wide 


AX 

a separation of these who are interested in the welfare 
of our children should be allowed to exist. The teacher 
is asked to accept for a large number of children a 
responsibility which parents find difficult for their own 
one or more children. I urge parents to seek out the 
teacher in a friendly manner so that they can together 
find some improved pattern for dealing with individual 
needs. 

I wish to commend the members of the School Board 
upon their sincere interest in the welfare of all the 
children.

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CLINIC AND CONFERENCE REPORT 


On May 20, 1948 in the local Community Church, 
the first clinic to be held in South Merrimack under 
the State Board of Health, was sponsored by a group 
of local women, including Mrs. Rita Putnam, Mrs. Eva 
Deane, Mrs. Isabella Hoyt, Mrs. Leona Lamson and 
chairman Mrs. Phyilis Kempton. 

There were twenty-seven pre-school children and in- 
fants examined by Dr. Phillip D. McLaughlin, of which 
eighteen received an injection of diphtheria toxoid 
for prevention of diphtheria, eight were vaccinated 
against small pox, and seventeen were Patch tested 
for detection of tuberculosis. There were no re-actors. 

Each child attending was visited after the clinic and 
the Patch tests read, and the doctor’s findings discus- 
sed with the parent for corrective work. 

It is hoped to make a yearly event of the clinic. 


CLINIC AT MERRIMACK 


The annual pre-school child health clinic and con- 
ference was postponed in May, due to the prevalence 
of communicable diseases and was held September 15, 
1948 in the Town Hall. It was under the supervision 
of the State Board of Health and sponsored by the 
American Legion Auxiliary. The committee included 
the following: Mrs. Glenna Read, Mrs. Gertrude Longa, 
Mrs. Beulah Haseltine, Mrs. Ruth King, Mrs. Florence 
Reed, Mrs. Yvonne Greeley, Mrs. Elizabeth O’Gara and 
Mrs. Betty Getz, chairman. 

There were twenty-eight children examined by 
Health Officer, Dr. Paul deNicola, and Dr. Joseph W. 
Eaton of Manchester. Ten received toxoid for immuni- 
zation against diphtheria, seven were vaccinated 
against small-pox and twenty-five were Patch tested 
for detection of tuberculosis. There were no reactors 
to the Patch test. 

Each child was visited a few days after the clinic 
and the patches, immunizations and vaccinations were 
checked.
